In  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the  library  con- 
solidation contract,  I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the 
Hamilton  Smith  Public  Library  for  the  year  ending 
February  15,  1910. 

The  appropriation  of  twenty-five  dollars  made  by  the 
town  of  Durham  for  the  year  1908  was  received  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1909,  and  was  expended  for  books,  as  shown  by 
the  following  statement.

The  appropriation  for  1909,  received  this   month,  has 
not  yet  been  expended. 

During  the  summer,  practically  all  the  books  of  biog-" 
raphy  were  rearranged,  so  that  they  now  stand  in  one 
alphabet  according  to  the  name  of  the  person  written 
about;  and  at  least  2500  volumes  have  been  reclassified 
and  catalogued  this  year  in  the  work  of  reorganization, 
in  addition  to  the  regular  work  with  the  new  books. 
About  thirty-five  books  were  used  by  the  children  in  the 
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Durham  Point  school  last  year.  Their  teacher  made  a 
selection  of  a  dozen  books  at  the  beginning  of  each 
term,  and  was  personally  responsible  for  the  safe  return 
of  the  volumes  at  the  end  of  the  term,  and,  possibly, 
every  child  read  six  or  eight  of  these  books  during  the 
term.  This  seems  to  be  a  perfectly  legitimate  use  of  the 
library,  and,  provided  the  teacher  will  be  responsible 
for  the  books,  should  be  encouraged. 

The  copy  of  the  portrait  of  the  Honorable  Valentine 
Smith,  presented  to  the  college  by  Miss  Smith,  has  been 
placed  in  the  library,  over  the  door  to  the  stack  room, 
facing  the  entrance;  several  portraits  from  the  college 
library  rooms  have  been  hung  on  the  walls  of  the  refer- 
ence room  and  the  hall  above,  and  portraits,  belonging 
to  the  Library  Association,  of  Benjamin  Thompson, 
Major  Mellen,  and  Captain  Simpson,  have  been  placed 
in  one  of  the  rooms  on  the  second  floor.

REPORT  OF  BUILDING   COMMITTEE. 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Durham  School  District 
held  March  13,  1909,  the  following  motions  were  carried: 

ist.  "That  the  District  remodel  the  village  school 
house  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  pre- 
pared b}^  J.  E.  Richardson,  architect,  at  an  expense  not 
exceeding  fifty-six  hundred  dollars  ($5600);  that  the  re- 
pair money  on  hand,  amounting  to  six  hundred,  thirty- 
eight  dollars  and  eighty-six  cents  ($638.86)  be  appropri- 
ated toward  this  sum;  that  one  thousand  dollars  ($1000) 
be  raised  by  taxation  this  year,  and  that  Charles  H. 
Pettee,  Charles  S.  Langley,  Fred  W.  Morse,  Gorham 
H.  Sawyer,  Daniel  Chesley,  Charles  E.  Hoitt,  Charles 
A.  Smart,  Edward  B.  Griffiths,  Patrick  J.  Connor  and 
Charles  Wentworth  be  a  building  committee  to  serve 
without  compensation  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
vote." 

2nd.  "That  the  School  Board  be  authorized  to  bor- 
row a  sum  not  exceeding  four  thousand  dollars  ($4000) 
to  be  paid  one  thousand  ($1000)  each  year,  first  pay- 
ment to  be  made  in  1910." 

In  accordance  with  the  above  votes  the  committee  or- 
ganized by  electing  Charles  H.  Pettee,  chairman  and 
Charles  Wentworth,  clerk. 

Contract  for  the  building  was  let  to  S.  C.  Hardy  and 
Son  of  Newmarket,  and  for  the  heating  to  E.  A.  Pres- 
cott  of  Epping;  in  both  cases  to  the  lowest  bidder  after 
sharp  competition.  A  detailed  statement  of  expendi- 
tures is  appended.  This  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 
for  building,  $4944.64;  for  heating,  $726.50;  for  ventila- 
tion,   $225.29;    for   cistern,    cesspool    and    accessories, 
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133- i9J  ^or  excavating  cellar  and    grading,    $59.74;  for 
shades  and  cleaning,  $49.33;  total,  $6138.69. 

For  meeting  these  bills  there  was  appropriated  bj^  the 
District  as  follows:

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  FOR  1909. 


To  THE  Durham  School  District: 

In  submitting  its  annual  report,  the  School  Board 
leaves  to  the  Building  Committee  the  details  about  the 
new  school  house  and  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
the  statement  of  the  condition  and  work  of  the  schools. 
The  School  Board  presents  the  following  statements  and 
recommendations  to  the  district: 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  ^^ear  it  was 
deemed  advisable  not  to  open  the  Mast  Road  school  be- 
cause several  of  the  children  had  removed  from  the  dis- 
trict or  were  attending  school  elsewhere,  and  provision 
was  made  to  have  the  remaining  children  attend  either 
the  Village  School  or  a  school  in  Madbury. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  supervisory  district  it 
was  found  necessar}^  for  Durham  to  increase  its  propor- 
tion of  the  expense  of  supervision  from  $300  to  $450,  in 
order  to  co-operate  fully  with  the  other  towns  in  the 
district.  Of  course  one-half  of  this  sum  is  received 
from  the  state,  making  the  net  increase  to  the  district 
the  amount  of  $75. 

For  several  years  the  School  Board  has  been  aware 
that  it  was  under  obligation  to  renew  the  fence  between 
the  Village  school  house  and  the  land  of  Joseph  York. 
This  duty  has  this  year  been  performed  by  the  erection 
of  a  tight  board  fence  six  feet  high,  which  adds  much  to 
the  appearance  of  the  grounds.  It  should  be  continued 
next  year  to  the  cemetery. 

Throughout  the  present  year  the  board  has  tried  to 
safeguard  the  health  of  the  children  in  the  Village 
School  by  causing  the  supplies  of  drinking  water  to  be 
obtained  at  the  Onderdonk  deep  well.  One  case  of  ty- 
phoid fever  would  cost  many  times  the  expense  now  in- 
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curred.  It  is  desirable  further  to  insure  their  safety,  to 
install  an  automatic  disinfecting  system  in  the  toilet 
rooms.  The  system,  which  has  been  brought  to  our  at- 
tention, is  installed  without  cost  for  the  apparatus,  but 
will  require  about  $2.50  per  month  for  material  during 
the  school  year. 

For  one  and  one-half  years  the  School  Board  has  des-  | 
ignated  the  teacher  of  the  grammar  school  as  principal 
of  the  building  in  all  matters  of  discipline,  because  one 
hundred  children  in  one  building  require  the  presence 
of  a  single  responsible  head.  One  important  fact  in 
connection  with  our  teachers  must  be  borne  in  mind  by 
the  district.  They  are  good  teachers  and  other  school 
boards  and  superintendents  are  aware  of  it.  In  order 
to  retain  them  continuously  it  will  be  necessary  to  place 
our  salaries  fully  on  an  equality  with  those  paid  in  the 
cities,  because  the  cost  of  living  in  this  town  is  high, 
due  to  the  demand  for  rooms  by  college  students. 

The  results  produced  by  our  teachers  fully  justify  the 
outlay.  We  now  have  twenty-eight  children  attending 
high  schools,  which  includes  almost  every  pupil  finish- 
ing the  courses  in  our  schools  during  the  past  three 
years.  Furthermore,  they  have  been  so  well  fitted  for 
the  advanced  work  that  all  are  in  good  standing. 

Under  the  statute  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  leg- 
islature, this  district  has  received  state  aid  to  the 
amount  of  $207  for  its  schools  and  the  town  has  had  re- 
turned to  it  $60  toward  high  school  tuitions,  these  being 
sums  in  addition  to  the  usual  literary  fund.  The  prin- 
cipal part  of  this  state  aid  is  based  on  average  attend- 
ance and  number  of  weeks  schooling  in  the  year.  The 
higher  the  attendance  and  the  longer  the  school  year 
the  more  money  returned.  Parents  can  aid  in  securing 
the  highest  possible  attendance  and  consequently  help- 
ing the  district  financially. 

No  one  matter  has  caused  the    board    more   difficulty 
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than  the  matter  of  transportation.  Both  statute  and 
court  decisions  emphasize  the  fact  that  all  children  are 
entitled  to  equal  school  privileges,  which  is  interpreted 
to  mean  attendance  at  equally  good  schools. 

Centralization  is  impracticable  in  this  town,  but  with 
small  district  schools  there  are  still  families  remote  from 
any  school.  As  awarded  at  present  the  average  amount 
per  pupil  paid  for  transportation  is  a  trifle  less  than  the 
difference  between  the  high  cost  per  pupil  in  the  small 
schools  and  the  lower  cost  in  the  Village  School.  The 
School  Board  does  not  expect  daily  transportation,  but 
does  expect  that  the  children  will  be  carried  to  school 
on  days  when  the  weather  or  other  conditions  would 
make  attendance  a  hardship  or  an  impossibility. 

As  there  is  now  room  for  four  schools  in  the  Village 
school  house  it  is  desirable  that  the  fourth  room  be  fur- 
nished and  an  additional  teacher  employed,  in  order 
that  no  teacher  may  have  more  than  two  grades.  This 
will  add  much  to  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  chil- 
dren, because  each  child  can  have  more  individual  at- 
tention than  is  possible  at  present  without  much  deten- 
tion at  the  school  alter  closing  time. 

To  furnish  the  room  will  require  about  $ioo  and  an 
addiional  teacher  for  one-half  the  financial  year  would 
require  $i8o. 

For  repairs  the  coming  year,  besides  the  fence  already 
mentioned,  the  Packers'  Falls  school  house  should  be 
renovated  with  paint,  varnish  and  whitewash  on  the  in- 
side to  put  it  into  condition  to  compare  with  our  other 
houses 

There  will  be  required  for  school  books  and  supplies 
the  sum  of  $300  as  in  the  present  year.  Besides  the  in- 
dividual books  and  supplies  required  every  year,  there 
is  now  needed  a  supply  of  wall  maps  and  reference 
books  in  every  school  to  replace  material  which  has  be- 
come worn  out. 
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There  will  probably  be  more  high  school  pupils  next 
year  than  this,  which  will  require  not  less  than  $1000. 
The  first  note  on  the  new  school  house  will  require 
$1000  and  interest  on  notes,  $175. 

The  probable  increase  in  expense  for  fuel  by  the  in- 
crease in  size  of  the  Village  school  house  can  not  at 
present  be  estimated,  but  the  School  Board  offers  the 
following  as  the  needs  of  the  coming  year,  based  on  the 
cost  of  the  one  now  closing.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

SCHOOLS. 


To  THE  School  Board  of  Durham  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  of  the 
schools  of  Durham.  A  few  changes  of  general  interest 
have  been  made  in  the  year,  just  completed,  most  of 
which  add  to  the  general  ejGficiency  of  the  schools. 

The  school  at  Mast  Road  was  closed  in  the  summer. 
Keeping  this  school  open  longer  seemed  unwise.  The 
cost  per  pupil  was  large  and  the  lack  of  privileges  for 
the  few  in  attendance  as  compared  with  the  privileges 
at  the  Center  school  were  arguments  in  favor  of  closing 
it.  The  eflScient  teacher  at  the  Point,  Miss  Libbey,  re- 
signed in  September  to  accept  a  position  in  a  single 
grade  in  Haverhill  paying  $600.00  and  Miss  Hopkins  at 
Packers'  Falls  resigned  earlier  to  take  up  work  as  mu- 
sic supervisor  at  $800.00  in  a  Massachusetts  district. 
Both  teachers  were  getting  small  salaries  in  Durham, 
both  were  faithful  and  efficient,  doing  honest  work,  so 
left  with  the  hearty  endorsement  of  the  school  authori- 
ties. Durham  cannot  expect  to  pay  the  above  salaries, 
but  teachers  worth  such  salaries  are  the  best  to  have 
even  it  a  change  does  come  occasionally.  The  old  prin- 
ciple that  a  poor  teacher  is  dear  at  any  price  and  a  good 
one  is  cheap  at  the  highest  salary  is  always  true,  so  we 
are  glad  to  have  teachers  who  can,  in  time,  go  to  larger 
and  better  paying  positions. 

Fourteen  graduates  of  the  eighth  grade  were  recom- 
mended for  admission  to  the  Dover  High  school.  Oth- 
ers passed  in  on  examination  giving  the  town  twenty- 
seven  pupils  in  all  the  classes  at  the  Dover  school  from 
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our  town.  Four  town  pupils  are  in  secondary  schools 
elsewhere  giving  a  number  of  which  the  town  may  just- 
ly be  proud.  From  reports  made  to  the  superintendent 
by  the  schools  it  is  seen  that  every  pupil  who  entered 
on  certificate  is  doing  satisfactory  work. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  the  school  law  of  1900 
Durham  has  received  from  the  state  nearly  $500.00  in- 
stead of  less  than  $200.00  as  before.  One  of  the  new 
provisions  is  that  the  state  will  pay  in  certain  towns 
$2.00  per  week  towards  the  salary  of  teachers  who  are 
graduates  of  an  approved  normal  school  or  who  hold 
the  state  certificate.  As  long  as  the  normal  schools  and 
the  state  are  careful  to  grant  their  certificates  only  to 
teachers  whose  broad  scholarship,  knowledge  of  school 
methods  and  child  nature,  moral  standing,  seem  to 
merit  the  honor,  so  long  will  teachers  with  these  quali- 
ties be  sought. 

In  spite  of  all  arguments  to  the  contrary,  thorough 
scholarship  and  extensive  pedagogical  training  com- 
bined with  common  sense  give  the  best  teachers,  and 
candidates  wishing  to  teach  in  Durham  should  under-  . 
stand  that  they  must  meet  these  requirements.  The 
town  should  require  it  for  the  sake  of  the  state  aid,  for 
the  sake  of  the  teachers  and,  principally,  because  of  the 
best  interests  of  the  children.  The  state  department 
under  the  guidance  of  our  efficient  state  superintendent, 
is  rightly  urging  increased  breadth  of  scholarship  for 
without  it,  a  teacher  cannot  ever  be  fully  successful. 
More  fail  at  just  this  point  than  elsewhere. 

Frequent  visiting  days  and  institutes  for  teachers  are 
most  valuable  for  the  schools. 

A  supervisor  in  music  and  drawings  is  one  of  the 
needs  of  today.  These  subjects  no  longer  are  called 
"fads"  but  are  recognized  as  essential  in  the  best 
training  of  our  children.  Discussion  of  their  value  is 
unnecessary  for  all    recognize  it.     I    recommend    that  a 
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competent  supervisor  in  this  work  be  added  to  the  force 
for  the  coming  year.  The  expense  for  instruction  and 
material  would  be  about  $200.00  per  year.  This  would 
provide  for  weekly  instruction  ,at  the  Center  and  for  a 
visit  each  two  weeks  to  each  of  the  other  schools. 

The  eye  test,  required  by  the  stale  has  been  given 
and  several  cases  of  unsuspected  defective  vision  were 
discovered.  This  test  is  given  by  the  superintendent 
whose  authority  ceases  when  the  parents  are  notified  of 
any  serious  defect  found  by  him  and  advised  to  consult 
the  specialist.  From  one-tenth  to  one-fifth  of  the  chil- 
dren in  the  schools  are  found  to  be  sub-normal  in  their 
vision  and  their  work  in  school  suffers  more  or  less. 
Prompt  consultation  with  an  oculist  often  saves  life 
long  misery 

Good  pictures  in  a  school  room  are  a  most  valuable 
aid  in  teaching  good  art  and  serve  to  assist  a  teacher  in 
promoting  the  home  spirit,  so  desirable  in  every  good 
school.  Our  school  rooms  have  a  few  suitable  pictures 
and  their  value  is  known  to  the  teacher.  The  schools 
at  the  Point  and  at  Packers'  Falls  have  raised  money  to 
furnish  one  excellent  picture  to  the  former  school  and 
two  to  the  latter. 

I  know  of  no  place  where  a  liberally  minded  citizen 
could  contribute  more  acceptably  than  to  the  purchase 
of  a  few  good  pictures,  suitably  framed.  I  shall  be 
glad  to  confer  with  any  one  so  minded. 

Teachers  and  school  board  have  co-operated  most 
heartil}^  with  the  superintendent  in  his  w^ork.  The 
policy  of  the  superintendent  has  been  to  discover  and 
strengthen  weak  places,  to  get  acquainted  with  the 
needs  of  the  individual  pupil,  to  advocate  changes 
slowly  and  as  needed,  to  help  parents  to  know  the 
schools  and  to  enlist  their  sympathy  in  all  school  mat- 
ters and,  chiefly,  to  help  teachers  to  do  better  and  more 
efficient  service.     No  attempt  has  been  made  to  spring 
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sudden  surprises  or  changes  upon  any  part  of  his  work. 

The  greatest  work  of  a  superintendent   is  to  strengthen 

weak    teachers  and,  generally,  the    bigger  and  broader 

the  teacher  in  intellectual  strength,  the  stronger  is    her 

desire  for  assistance  and  to  grow  in  her  profession. 
I  desire  to  thank  school  board,  teachers,  scholars  and 

citizens  for   helping  to    make    the    year    a    healthy  and 

prosperous  one.
